Testing will not be changed in lieu 


This is the second of a three-part 
series investigating the ramifications 
of state Title V regulations on the 
Associate of Arts Degree. 


Even though the new title V changes 
have not been passed into law, com- 
munity colleges throughout California 
have been encouraged to adopt them, 
according to Tom Nussbaum, vice 


Technical delays by the Office of 
Administrative Law and the Depart- 
ment of Finance have caused a one 
year delay which, under law, is for- 
cing the Board of Governers of the 
California Community Colleges to 
readdress the Title V changes, accord- 
ing to Nussbaum.

finding stage. Mallory added, that the team has “enough indication that funds 
do exist.“ 

“The board never said it didn’t have the money. It_just wants to spend it on 
other priorities,‘ Mallory declared. Those priorities were defined as “some 
academic, some. not“. 

Peter Parra, RSC Personnel Director and chief negotiator for the District, 
confirms that position. aA 

“Our position has not been that we have an inability to put money into 
salary or benefits,“ said Parra. The issue, according to Parra is one of 
comparability. 

Jensen echoes that philosophy, “I think it is comparable...I think it is better 
than most in the California community college system.” 

A statewide study puts RSC in the top 10 percent in overall rank and third 
in the Benchmark area. The Benchmark area includes Orange County and 
some Los Angeles County schools similar in size and makeup. 

“Top ranked Saddleback College is behind us in every economic category,” 
Mallory said. “Yet RSC is behind them in teacher’s salaries and ahead of 
them in administrative salaries.” Mallory contends RSC should be ahead in 
the area of teachers’ salaries since it has more experienced staff and less 
indebtedness. 

However, Saddleback has experienced “dire fiscal problems,” according to 
Parra and salaries are set high for older faculty with poor salaries for the 
younger instructors. 

“We’re not number one but we’re up there with the best of them,” said 
Parra. 

Although the offer is comparable to previous years, Mallory says 
FARSCCD takes issue at present because the Average Daily Attendance has 
increased and the District has received extra funds. 

The same offer has been accepted by Jensen, as well as all the 
administrative staff. 

Mallory pointed out, however, that the chancellor was given about an 18 
percent increase since last year. 

There would still be a 77 percent difference between the chancellor’s 
salary and a teacher, said Mallory, even if the teacher were at top pay, taking 
overloads and teaching summer school. 

“They (administrators) should be ancillary to us. It is our job to do the 
everyday work of the college. We deserve our fair share,” Mallory said. 

Parra says, however, that comparing administrators to teachers is relative. 
A teacher who works a 9 month year, could make more money per hour than 
an administrator. 

“It is not a matter of whether we could afford to re-order priorities in the 
budget,” Parra said. Parra pointed out some priorities could be equipment, 
maintenance, parking lot repair, a new wing for Johnson Center, the growth 
in the Orange campus and a new track surface. 

The District philosophy, Parra asserts, is that the teachers are competi- 
tively paid, with 85 percent of the budget going to salaries. Parra points out 
that people have differing viewpoints on what is a competitive salary. 

FARSCCD’s view, differs from the District’s definition of well compen- 
sated. 

“They are saying no to the district’s: most precious resource...the 
teachers,” Mallory says. ;

But 
yet they gave deaf people false hope 
of being able to call for help in an 
emergency.

No government agency will do away 
with something thatmakes easy 


The name of California’s biggest 
transportation system is the FREE- 
way. Nowhere does it say TOLLway or 
PAIDway. 

The roads were intended to provide 
relief for Orange County’s freeways 
and surface streets. But how much 
can toll roads relieve congestion when 
it requires cars to exit a freeway 
doing at least 55 and come to a 
complete stop while it waits in line to 
pay its toll, waits for change and then 
has to speed back up? 

That’s a waste of gas, time and 
money.

“Radio KAOS” at the Forum Sept. 20. 

Waters, original front man for Pink 
Floyd, and the Bleeding Hearts Band 
put on a spectacular performance at 
the Fabulous Forum in Inglewood. 

The theme for their world tour is 
“Radio KAOS,” the same name as 
Waters’ current album. According to 


Ladd it represents the spirit of “Free . 


Radio” and to remember the once 
great LA radio station, 94.7 FM 
KMET. 

Ladd, who used to work at both 
KLOS and KMET, opened the show at 
about 8 p.m. from inside a DJ booth on 
the upper right corner of the stage. 
The format of the show was similar to 
a radio broadcast. ‘ 

The concert was broadcast live in 
New York via satellite. The DJ booth 
was set up like a real studio with.a 
neon sign displaying “ON THE AIR” 
above the booth. 

Laddstarted the show by talking 
about the chaos of “Commercial 
Radio” today and how “big business- 
men” are apathetic to peoples needs, 

when a legendary radio 
station is cancelled because it’s rat- 


ings were down slightly. 

Ladd talked about how frightening 
the situation was. 

“KMET was one of the original ’rock 
‘n’ roll’ radio stations,” said Ladd. 
“What is happening to modern Amer- 
ican radio?” 

Ladd proceeded to start the musical 
portion of the concert by playing a 
song by Rush entitled “The Spirit of 
Radio”. Immediately following the 
first song, Ladd pointed to a simulated 
phone booth in the middle of the 
auditorium. 

People from the audience were able 
to pick up the phone and call Ladd, 
asking questions about “Radio KAOS” 
over the P.A. system. 

Paul Carrick, formerly from the 
band Squeeze and currently a member 
of Mike and the Mechanics, came out 
and played a solo of a Squeeze song 
entitled “Tempted by the Fruit of 
Another.” -. 

The band was introduced by Ladd as 
they opened with “Radio Waves” from 
“Radio KAOS.” 

This is Waters’ second solo release. 
The band then proceeded to play 
seven Pink Floyd songs in a row, half 
of which were from “The Wall” album. 
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Waters drigs“KAOS with a little help from his friends 


“The Wall,” Pink Floyd’s biggest 
seller from 1979, was Waters’ concept 
representing how people build up 
defensive walls around themselves. 

There was a short intermission in 
which the audience could talk to 
Waters and ask him questions from 
the phone booth. 

The second half of the concert was 
dedicated to Water’s solo material. 
The album’s message is mainly about 
war and government. 

Several times the audience was left 
speechless, especially when a song 
entitled “The Powers That Be” had an 
accompanying video behind the stage 
showing several nuclear missiles 
being launched. The video also 
showed important government fig- 
ures. 

By the end of the song the missiles 
completely destroyed their target, 
because someone pushed the button. | 
The special effects looked and sound-~ 
ed very realistic. 

Waters definitely lived up to the 
Pink Floyd tradition by amazing his 
audience. The overall] audio and visual 
effects of the concert were unbeliev- 
able. The concert was over three 
hours long with no warm-up band.
